© "They're cutting down Iron Moun- 
tain and hauling it away on Goodrich 
Tires.

oris Lee is tired of having people quote it but her best re- 

mark apropos her work is: “What I feel is a sort of vio- 
lence.” This quality is well exemplified in the three paintings 
shown on this page. The girl in The Runaway, her hat blown 
off, her hair streaming, is the last word in defeated horseman- 
ship. Though the rider is obviously in a serious predicament, 
Artist Lee has managed to keep the violence in her picture 
definitely comic. 

In Landscape With Fisherman, on what is apparently a fly 
rod, the man has hooked what seems to be a record brook trout 
—about three-quarters the length of his entire arm. The dead 
branches sticking up from otherwise luxuriant trees area touch 
of desolation typical of most Doris Lee landscapes, whether 
peopled with fishermen or hunters. 

In Winter In The Catskills, what might otherwise have 
been a quiet scene of wintry sport is given a touch of vio- 
lence by the tangle of falling skaters in the foreground and 
by a red sky. Asked by a friend why she had painted the sky 
this color Mrs. Lee put the painting back on her easel, worked 
‘on it some more. When she took it down the sky was red- 
der than it had been before and so it remained. In all these 
pictures Doris Lee, an active and competent outdoor sport, 
paints whereof she knows. As vigorous as she is attractive, 
she spent a large part of one winter improving the view from 
her hilltop studio by chopping down trees all by herself.

CARNEGIE EXPEDITION TRACKS PREHISTORIC GIANT SLOTH TO ITS LAIR 


me 20,000 years ago bulky, slow-moving giant grotind sloths shuffled 

and waddled across the rugged terrain of the upper reaches of the Colo- 
rado River (above) in northern Arizona. Most of the day, these powerful ani- 
mals slept in caves. Mornings and evenings they foraged for food, devoured 
whole branches from spiny yucca trees. 

On the trail of these prehistoric monsters two scientists, Jerome D. 
Laudermilk and PI A. Munz, of Pomona College, Claremont, Calif., 
this summer followed the Colorado ’River up to Rampart Cave, recently 
spotted as a sloth lair. Guided by Willis Evans, an Indian and an archeolo- 
gist, who discovered it, the expedition scaled the precipitous canyon walls, 
gained entrance to the cave. They found a deep recess which looks exactly 
as it must have when the last sloth left it to perish from unknown causes. 
Carpeting the floor were sloth droppings which had been perfectly preserved 
for centuries in the dry desert air, away from wind and rain. With bags of 
sloth dung slung over their shoulders, the scientists returned to Pomona 
laboratories to analyze their finds. Anticipated results: knowledge of the 
sloth’s herbivorous diet, hence of the early plants and climatic conditions 
which existed at the time in this now arid region. 

Biggest reconstructed skeleton of the giant sloth shows it weighed a ton, 
measured 18 feet from nose to tail. Its molar teeth, deeply set in their 
sockets, were eight inches long, grew continuously throughout the life of 
the animal to compensate for wear caused by lack of hard enamel coating.

National Air Races which were held this year 
at the Cleveland Airport, Sept. 8-6. Crack speed 
fliers were there to compete for the three most 
cherished U. S. aviation trophies—Bendix, Thomp- 
son, Greve—and the substantial cash prizes that 
accompany them, Last year Michel Detroyat, a 
Frenchman, flew off with both Thompson and Greve 
trophies. This year, a garage mechanic named Rudy 
Kling, from Lemont, Ill., duplicated the feat, win- 
ning the Thompson race with a last-second power 
dive, Frank Fuller Jr., San Francisco paint maker, 
won the Bendix transcontinental air derby by flying 
his Seversky monoplane from Los Angeles to Cleve- 
land in 7 hr., 55 min., then on to Bendix, N. J. in 9 
hr., 35 min., breaking all previous Bendix records. 

Unluckiest competitor was Col. Roscoe Turner. 
Before the Bendix take-off his plane was damaged. 
In the Thompson race his oil-smeared windshield 
cost him a likely victory by causing him to cut 
pylon, go back again to round it. One fatality marred 
the meet, one accident gave 60,000 spectators a 
horrifying scare, Killed was Lee Miles, 1934 racing 
champion, All but killed was Count Otto Hagen- 
burg (see page 68). Some 200,000 spectators came 
to the races, watched military planes cavort, a flier 
take off and land from the top of a moving automobile, 
parachute jumpers do mass descents (see page 70).

cided in 1936 that their violinist son, 
Yehudi, should retire for a while 
from the concert stage and pay at- 
tention to the important process of 
growing from a boy to a man. For 
the past year and a half, Yehudi has 
lived with his family in the Santa 
Cruz mountains, 60 miles south of 
San Francisco. He has read, swum, studied languages, practiced faithfully, 
grown into a husky, vigorous young man who will be 21 next January. He 
was a pudgy prodigy of ten when he made his astounding debut in New York. 

On September 28, in Oakland, Calif., Yehudi Menuhin will end his musical 
retirement, give the first of 74 concerts scheduled for the coming season. 
From California, he will work his way across the country’s concert stages. 
At St. Louis, in November, his fabulous fingers (shown on front cover) will 
make musical history by playing, for the first time with orchestra in America, 
the newly-released Schumann Violin Concerto (see next page). Following 
month, in Detroit, he will give the first of eight violin-and-piano sonata re- 
citals. His pianist will be Hephzibah, his 17-year-old sister. Mrs. Menuhin, 
who thinks the concert stage is no place for a girl, hopes that Hephzibah 
will not make a career of music. So far, Hephzibah has appeared only with 
her brother. Their few joint recitals have impressed crities with Hephzibah’s 
talent which, though considerable, is still not so great as her brother's.

The Civil War’s Bloodiest Day 


n Sept. 15, 1862, a moving cloud of dust rolled 
from the east toward the Maryland village of 
Sharpsburg, shown on opposite page. Suddenly sev- 
eral things about this patch of lovely countryside 
became important. It lay in a peninsula bounded by 
Antictam Creek and the Potomac River. The Hagers- 
¢ north out of Sharpsburg ran atop a ridge. 
A number of little rounded valleys dropped eastward 
from this ridge toward the Creek, so that men in one 
valley could not see what men in the next valley were 
doing. This last fact broke the Battle of Antietam 
into three separate engagements fought in series. 

‘The cloud of dust was less than one-half of the 
vietorious army of General Robert E. Lee in the odd 
position of running away from the Union's super- 
cautious General George McClellan, Lee was ru 
ning away because he had divided his army into five 
parts for a side enterprise of capturing Harper's 
Ferry, McClellan had boldly given chase because 
one of his men had found a spare copy of Lee's 
Special Orders in an abandoned camp, wrapped 
around three cigars, Lee's problem as he fell back on 
Sharpsburg was to hold off McClellan until Jackson, 
MeLaws, Walker, Anderson and A. P. Hill could 
bring up their divisions and brigades from the south. 
When he drew up Longstreet (Sector 8) and D, H. 
Hill (Sector 2) hefore Sharpsburg on Sept. 15, he had 
only 18,000 men, against McClellan's 87,000, the 
worst odds his army faced until Appommatox. Dur- 
ing the 1th, the woods east of the Creek filled with 
men in blue, That day and the next, Lee could have 
heen destroyed. On the afternoon of the 16th, Me- 
Clellan feinted at Lee's left and met Hood’s veteran 
‘Texans (Sector 1), By dawn of the 17th, Lee’s army 
had been increased to 25,000, 

Before: sunrise McClellan hurled Hooker against, 
Jackson on the Confederate left (Sector 1), which by 
then faced almost directly north. Hooker destroyed 
the brigades of Lawton, Hays and ‘Trimble and 
opened a disastrous gap. Hooker's men climbed over 
a post-and-rail fence and poured down the Hagers- 
town Pike toward the Dunker Church (top, right), 
which commanded the high ground. Hood's men in 
reserve rose and threw them back once but, their am- 
munition exhausted, were in turn repulsed by Mans- 
field. In the nick of time Lee rushed Walker's and 
Anderson’s brigades four miles from the south to the 
north (Sector 3 to Sector 1). ‘They were stopped, 
however, by the Hagerstown Pike fence, which was 
swept by Union fire. Once again the North under 
Sumner attacked and was once again repelled, this 
time by MeLaws’ reinforcement: 

At midmorning McClellan launched his second 
battle, against the Confederate centre (Sector 2). An 
enfilading fire left the “Bloody Lane” heaped with 
Confederate dead (see right, centre) but Hill repulsed 
three Union attacks, On the fourth the Confederate 
line broke. Hill in an insane rage rallied some 200 
men and charged the solid Union flank. General Sum- 
ner, alarmed at this trivial demonstration, ordered 
Franklin to withdraw. ‘The Confederates were large- 
ly out of ammunition, walking in a daze. 

‘The third battle, 1-p.m. to sunset, was a Union 
attack in force across the bridge, later called Burn- 
side's (Sector 3). Burnside’s men crossed the bridge 
and started to turn Lee’s right flank. Suddenly the 
last of Lee’s missing division, 3,000 men under A. P. 
Hill in his red battle shirt, rushed onto the field from 
the south, swept Burnside’s men down the slopes and 
back to the bridge. 

‘There the battle ended. Lee lost 10,700 men, elev- 
en generals; McClellan 12,400 men, nine generals.

Burnside’s Bridge was the name the Battle of Antietam gave the picturesque stone bridge, shown above 
and on maps. Burnside had had orders to attack but his road leading to the bridge paralleled the Creek, ex- 
posing his men to the fire of Toombs. All day Toombs kept Burnside from the bridge until 1 p.m. when all 
Burnside’s men and guns made the attempt, chasing Toombs south to his own rear. Longstreet's depleted 
lines tried to hold Burnside, fought against overwhelming odds from $ p.m. to 4:80 when the field was saved 
by the arrival of A. P. Hill from the south. Attacking with dash, Hill chased Burnside back to the bridge. 
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SCIENCE & INDUSTRY DR. UREY ISOLATES HEAVY TWIN OF NITROGEN 


Jo novice to the American Chemical Society is 

Columbia's Dr. Harold Clayton Urey (left), 1984 
Nobel Prize-winner in chemistry. For many years 
Dr. Urey has provided chemists with food for 
thought and new substances for experimentation, 
‘The latter have usually been isotopes—varieties of 
the same chemical clement with different atomic 
weights. Hence 3,500 scientists attending the an- 
nual convention of the American Chemical Society 
at Rochester, N. Y. from Sept. 6 to 10, were not sur- 
prised to hear that Dr. Urey was to read a paper on 
topes. They were amazed, however, to hear that 
he had isolated the heavy isotope of nitrogen in sufli- 
cient large quantities to permit extensive experimen- 
tation. They recalled Dr. Urey's discovery of the val- 
uable “heavy hydrogen,” foresaw vast openings for 
the investigations of physiological processes of life. 

Isotopes have been known since 1913. At the 
time of their discovery, Dr. Frederick Soddy sa 
mething surely akin to, if not transcending, trag- 
edy undertook the lifework of that distinguished 
galaxy of 19th Century chemists” who for years 
labored to find accurate atomic weights, For iso- 
topes proved that there was no clement weighing 
a certain amount, that the weight of each element 
was the average weight of all its component isotopes. 

‘To obtain the heavy twin of nitrogen Dr. Urey and 
his colleagues, Dr. John R. Huffman, H. G. Thode 
and Marvin Fox, used an extraction coluiin (see 
right) in which they created successively higher con- 
centrations of the new isotope. Basie products used 
are a solution of ammonium sulphate and ammonia 
gas. The solution runs down the column while the 
gas rises from bottom.
